A small truck successfully ran 
the latter rout* Friday at the In- 
validen Strasse border crossing 
point. Today police stood guard at 
the crossing while a new barrier 
was built behind the old one. 
Ulbricht Sounds Warning 
The new pressure on the bor­ 
ders came shortly after East Ger­ 
man Communist Leader Walter 
Ulbricht, in a one hour and 20 
minute speech over East German 
radio and television, warned the 
Western Allies against trying to 
travel to West Berlin by land or 
air without East German permis­ 
sion after a peace treaty is 
signed. 
Two West German single-engine 
jet fighters which flew into West 
Berlin over East German terri­ 
tory Thursday remained at Tegel 
Airport in the French sector to­ 
day. 
Allied authorities were still try­ 
ing to decide how to get them 
back to West Germany. 
The pilots, short on fuel and 
mistaken 
in 
their 
navigation, 
crossed the East Zone without be­ 
ing challenged by Communist in­ 
terceptors. 
Under four-power agreements, 
West German aircraft cannot fly 
through the air corridors. The Al 
lies were hoping the Soviets would 
okay an exceptional flight out for 
the two F84F thunderstreaks. 
The East Germans denounced 
the flight as a "massive provoca 
lion” and the Moscow newspaper 
"lzvestia” called it a “pirate 
flight.’’

Ireland, which appeared to be 
suffering the heaviest casualties 
among the I N. forces, threat 
ened to pull out of the Congo a1 
together. 
Sends Foreign Minister 
Irish 
Premier 
Sean 
Lemass 
sent his foreign minister, Frank 
Aiken, to the Congo Friday night 
after reports that Katangese sol­ 
diers had killed possibly as many 
as 57 of 155 Irish soldiers they 
surrounded in Jadotville. 
Lemass said the 1.000 troops 
Ireland donated to the U N. force 
were sent "to preserve order" 
and not "to impose any particu­ 
lar solution on the Congo.'* 
He said he would await an on 
the spot report from Aiken lie- 
fore making any decision.

Irish diplomat, Dr. Conor Cruise 
O’Brien, is in overall charge of 
the U N. Katanga operation. 
The United Nations continued to 
issue optimistic reports but its 
casualty figures and reports by 
eyewitnesses to the fighting in 
Elisabethville indicated the battle 
was far from won. 
Says Situation Stabilizing 
Friday night a U.N. broadcast 
from Elisabethville said Katanga 
President Moise Tshombe was on 
his way to confer with O’Brien. 
There was no confirmation from 
Tshombe’s side. In the past few 
days he has been issuing procla­ 
mations saying Katangese would 
fight for independence to the bit­ 
ter end.

WASHINGTON 'U PI)-A puff of 
sand tea ped into the air, some 
rocks tumbled down the barren 
hill and there was a rumble like 
distant thunder. 
The heat-baked Nevada desert 
returned to its stony silence, and 
the puff of sand, the rumble and 
the rolling rocks were the only 
visible evidence of the first U.S. 
nuclear explosion in nearly three 
years. 
Across the nation, in the White 
House, officials announced that 
the United States Friday began 
the first in a series of under­ 
ground, fallout-free nuclear tests 
to perfect small battlefield weap­ 
ons 
First Sifter IHS 
It was the first U S. atomic ex­ 
plosion since Oct. 30, 1958, and 
came exactly 14 days after Soviet 
Russia abruptly broke off a nu­ 
clear moratorium and resumed 
testing vastly larger, fallout-pro­ 
ducing weapons in the atmosphere. 
The United States was expected 
to continue frequent tests at the

Increased world tension is the first reason given 
by two Lower Bucks County residents for their decision 
to build an underground fallout shelter. 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph A. Matt of 28 Valor Lane, 
Vermilion Hill, Levittown are spending about SI,500 to 
build a shelter 13 feet long, eight feet wide and six feet* 
six inches high, sunk H U feet into the earth. The shel­ 
ter will be under the driveway leading to the garage of 
their Jubilee-style dwelling. 
It will offer protection for the Matts and their two 
children, Ronni, 81 •_» and Karen, 5. The shelter’s floor, 
walls and ceiling are made of reinforced concrete, 
eight inches thick. Two feet of earth surround what may 
have to be home for the Matts for at least two weeks. 
For Some Time 
• 
Mrs. Matt, an articulate, humorous woman in her 
early thirties, said she has been thinking about building 
a family fallout shelter for some time. 
She knows full well the effects of radioactivity, or 
at least as much as one could learn by serv ing as assist­ 
ant radiological chief of Falls Township’s Civil Defense 
unit. 
Mrs. M att’s husband, Joseph, 37, was at first not in 
agreement with his wife’s ideas on family fallout pro­ 
tection. 
One weekend, the couple drove to Valley Forge and 
inspected a $12,000 shelter installed by a resident there. 
Joe Matt still wasn’t convinced. “It wouldn’t happen 
here. Both countries could annihilate each oilier.” he 
told his wife. 
Then came tho Berlin crisis. 
Mrs. Matt said, “The Berlin situation just accele­ 
rated our fallout shelter project. We got specifications 
from Civil Defense Headquarters and contacted Alex 
Mace, a Newtown builder, for estimates. We felt our 
children to he more important than buying a new car. 
The current world situation makes a fallout shelter a 
requirement for continued existence, we decided.” 
Nears Completion 


The project bogan alxmt three weeks ago and the 
shelter should be completed in the next few days. Con­ 
structing the sheller was a routine task. One day, how­ 
ever, a sidewall gave way when the bracing cracked 
under the pressure of newly poured concrete. The wall 
was rebuilt. 
Four Navy bunks provide a space to sleep inside 
the shelter. Mrs. Matt obtained an airlock door from a 
salvage company. A hand-operated air blower with a 
filter will provide fresh air. There is also an em er­ 
gency exit. Food, flashlights, radios, medical supplies, 
books, clothing, firearms, tools, water, w'aste disposal 
equipment and many other items will be stored in the 
shelter, “just in case.’’ 
The emergency exit door to tho M atts’ shelter 
opens only from the inside. Once the Matts enter their 
shelter, no one else will Ix* admitted. 
Mrs. Matt said, “We’d keep out anyone who tried 
to get in, unless someone was visiting us at the time of 
an attack. As far as the neighixirs are concerned, they 
have as much chance to build a fallout shelter as we.” 


Express Interest 


During the shelter’s construction, neighbors h av e 
expressed intense interest. Mi’s. Matt has given them 
all Civil Defense literature. On out* occasion, 20 people 
were gathered around the shelter watching the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Ronni and Karen Matt are excited alx>ut the fallout 
shelter, their mother said. “They’ve offered, to take 
the neighborhood children on a guided tour,” Mrs. Matt 
said. 
The Matts hope not to have to use their fallout shel­ 
ter. They also hop*' for a change in tin* world’s antago­ 
nistic climate. 
Mrs. Matt visualizes a revolt by peasants in Russia 
and its satellites. “We’d have to help them and not stand 
back like we did in Hungary. Russia can’t trust her 
satellites to help in att emergency. I’m keeping my fing­ 
ers crossed and praying very hard,” the woman de­ 
clared. 
William F. Rea rick of 28 Highland Park Way, High* 
land Park, Levittown, is worried that a nuclear war 
could begin before the scheduled Oct. I completion

There are a total of 42.092 stu­ 
dents registered this year in the 
elementary and secondary schools 
of the seven school districts at 
flower Bucks, according to Dr.
